“MAN” } FOR BOTH MALES AND FEMALES 
(DEPARTMENT CHAIR, CHAIRPERSON) 


¢ NO CALLING ATTENTION TO IRRELEVANCIES, FOR 
EXAMPLE LADY LAWYER, MALE NURSE, ETC
